Extraordinarily Heavy Snowfall 
In Mountains, Says R. W. 


Jamieson 
A warning to the residents of kKd- 
monton, of the possipiity of a big 
flood in the Saskatchewan river this 
summer, is given by R. H. Jamieson,

who has travelled through = British 
Columbia and Alberta recently, and 
reports that there has been a very ex- 
traordinarily heavy snowfall (on the 
B.C. side of the mountains, especially 
in the valleys of the Columbia and 
Ireaser rivers.

For 
the rest they seem resolved to 
stay with their associates in crime 
to the end. That is appropriate. 
They should all share the penalty, 
as they share the guilt. 

Official figures sent out from Ot- 
tawa show that of 116 million 
bushels of wheat in ghe country 
the farmers hold approximately 45 


million bushels. Probably half 
what the farmers hold they will 
require for seed and flour. The 
situation stands, therefore, that 


the elevator and milling interests 
have 70 million bushels of wheat 
to sell, against 25 or 30 million 
bushels the farmer has to sell. 
That pretty well clears up the 
question of who benefits immedi- 
ately from ‘‘free wheat’’; and of 
who profited by the fact that 
“free wheat’? is proclaimed now 
instead of last fall When = the 
farmer had wheat to sell the duty 


was kept on. When the ‘inter 
ests’’ have corralled the wheat 
the duty is removed. The re- 


moval will make a difference in 
the selling value of wheat of any- 
thing up to ten cents per bushel, 
By with-holding the  order-in- 
council until the farmer had sold 
his wheat the Government thus 
hands the ‘‘interests’’ something 
like seven million dollars ‘*‘found 
money,’’ which would have gone 
into the pockets of the farmers if 
the duty had been taken off last 
fall, 


It is a long way from free wheat 

free agricultural implements, 
and the proclamation of the one 
by the Dominion Government does 
not presage the concession of the 
other. The difference between 
the two proposals is just the differ. 
ence between enriching a group of 
influential political friends by 
order-in-eouncil at the expense of 
the farmer and relieving the 
farmer from hold-up at the hands 
of another equally influential 
group of politieal friends. The 
proclamation of free wheat comes 
at a time when it is the least pos- 
sible benefit to the farmer and the 


greatest possible benefit to the 
grain-dealing ‘‘interests.’’ Having 
bought up the wheat crop of the 


country at monopoly-made prices 
these fortunate parties are now 
granted the privilege, denied the 
farmer, of selling it in the world 
market. The farmer’s share in 
the transaction is that he loses the 
seven million dollars he would 
have got if the duty had been re 
moved last fall, which seven mil- 
lions now goes into the pockets of 
the interests, who bought his 
wheat at prices named by them 
selves There is nothing in that 
piece of price manipulation to 
suggest any inclination on the part 
of the Government to sacrifice the 
interests of its friends to those of 
the farmer.
